SUMMARY

Thailand's food industry is governed by the Food Act of B.E. 2522 (1979) and subsequent laws
dipulated by the Minigry of Public Hedth. In generd, imports of food for sde in the kingdom
require an import license and sandard labeling according to domestic regulations.  Product
regigration is required only for specifically-controlled food. Some agencies of the Minidry of
Agriculture and Cooperatives monitor the import of such certain food products as mest, fruits
and vegetables, through import permits and phytosanitary or sanitary certificates. In addition, 23
agricultura  commodities are subject to the tariff-rate-quota sysem administered by the Ministry
of Commerce.
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An overview of import procedures for foodsinto Thailand isindicated below:

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SECTION 1: FOOD LAWS

The food laws and regulations governing the Tha food industry are confined to the scope of the
Food Act of B.E. 2522 (1979). The Ministry of Public Hedth is designated by law to teke
executive charge of the Act. Food control activities are the responshility of the Food and Drug
Adminigration (FDA), which is one of the departments of the Ministry of Public Hedth.

The Food Control Divison, under the FDA, is responsble for the control of licenang of loca
manufacturing and importation of food products, regidration of specifically-controlled food, and
food labeling. Standard requirements for specifically-controlled food and codes of hygienic
practices as guidelines for domestic manufacturers and importers are eaborated, handled and
periodicdly issued in the Minigerid Noatifications by the food control divison.

1.1 Food Act of B.E. 2522 (1979)

The Food Act of B.E. 2522 (1979) remains in effect. The Act defines the word “Food” as edible
items and those which sugtain life, induding:

(@ Substances that can be eaten, drunk, dissolved in the mouth or induced into the body by
mouth, no matter in wha form, but not including medicine, psychotropic and narcotic
substances.

(b) Substances intended for use or to be used as ingredients in the production of food
including food additives, coloring and flavoring materids.

The Act classifiesfood into four categoriesaslisted in the following table.

1. Specifically-controlled food - the category for which regidration is required. Legd

provisons ae edablished regarding standard quaity, specifications, packaging and labeling
requirements, as well as other aspects of good manufacturing practice. At present, 17 types of
food have been listed in this category.

2. Sandardized food - the category for which qudity standards will be defined by

regulations. Food in this caegory is mainly localy produced food from smdl-scale or
household industry. The main objective is to facilitate and encourage food producers on
upgrading or & least maintaining hygienic quality of ther products. Standardized food does not
require regidration but its qudity and labding have to meet the dandard requirements as
gpecified in the Noatification of the Minidry of Public Hedth. There are 27 types of food in this
category.

3. Food required to bear standard labels - the category which needs less-restricted
control than the first two categories, as food under this category exposes a low risk of hazard to
consumers hedth. There are 12 items of food in this category.

4. General food - food either raw, or cooked, preserved or non-preserved, processed or norn-
processed, if they are not listed under category 1, 2, or 3 will be considered as general food.
Although regidtrations are not required, genera food products are controlled and monitored on
hygiene, safety, labding and advertisement.

The food products listed above have standard requirements announced by the Minigry of
Public Hedth in the Minideriad Notifications. Also, there ae other Minigerid
Notifications concerning control aspects of other items associated with food. Among these
are Qudity Standards of Food Containers, Plagtic Containers, Feeding Bottles, Labeling
Requirements and Nutrition Labeing.

1.2 Prohibited Food and Substances

(1) Substances prohibited to be manufactured, imported or sold: Dulcin, cyclamic acid and its
sts, AF-2 (Furylframide), potassum bromate, food containing Daminozide (Succinic acid 2, 2-
dimethyl hydrazide). Except for export: sodium cyclamate, stevia

(2) Food prohibited to be manufactured, imported, or sold: corn and corn products with Cry 9C
DNA Sequence.

(3) Food prohibited to be imported or sold: (a) food of which declared "expiration date’ or 'best
before date’ has been passed; (b) beef and beef products from Great Britain, Portuga, France,
Irdand, Switzerland, Bedgium, Germany, Netherlands, Denmark, Itdy, Liechtengtein,
Luxembourg, Spain, Czech, Greece, Jgpan, Slovakia, Sovenia, Audria, Finland, Israel, Poland,
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Canada (July 2003), and U.S.A. (December 26, 2003).
(4) Substances prohibited to be used as ingredients in food: see the negative lis of food
additivesin Section 4.

1.3 Regulatory Procedures

While some of the fdllowing information does not specificaly apply to U.S. exporters, the
following will be levied upon importers of products, including U.S. products. The principles of
the regulatory procedures for food involve the following aspects.

1.3.1 Pre-marketing Control
Activities & this stage are the responsihility of the Food Control Divison.
(A) Establishment of food standar ds and manufacturing requirements

The edtablished standards as supervised by the subcommittee on food standards and
locd manufacturing requirements are minimum acceptable requirements.

(B) Controal of food manufacturing

Locd food manufecturers must goply for a license prior to proceeding with their
busness. Pant layouts must be submitted for gpprovad to the Food Control Division.
The FDA inspectors will then vidt and ingpect the plant before a manufacturing
license can be issued. It is the respongbility of the licensee to renew the license
every three years.

(C) Control of food importation

A license is required for importing food for sde in the country. A licensee may
import various kinds of food provided that they are gpproved by the Office of Food
and Drug Adminigration. FDA ingpectors will vist and examine the appropriateness
of the designated storage place or warehouse before a license is issued. A license to
import must be renewed every three years.

A temporary import license will be needed for occasond import of food i.e for
exhibition. An exemption will be granted only for the import of food samples for
laboratory test and congderation for purchase. The detals in goplying an import
license are provided in Appendixes of the report, including a flow chart of import
license procedures (Appendix C), the gpplication form of importing food into
Thailand and documents required in applying an import license (Appendix D).

(D)Food product registration
Importers of food products deemed to be specifically-controlled food are required to

regiser the products before importation for sde. However, exemptions are granted
for products imported directly by food service outlets and manufacturers for their own

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use as ingredients or materids for food processing.

Applications for product regisration should be submitted to the Food Control
Divison, FDA. For those redding outsde the Bangkok Metropolitan area,
goplications can be submitted to the concerned Provincia Office of Public Hedth
concerned.

The approximate amount of time required for product regidration, dating from
submitting the gpplication, is about one month. However, delays are usudly caused
by inaccurate or unacceptable details in the documents. There is little chance for
regigering a product unless the manufacturer or exporter provides the necessary
details required by the FDA.

The following details are needed for product registration:

- Name and type of food

Characterigtics of food (in accordance with the food analysis report)
- Typeand sze of container/packing

Name and quantity of the ingredients in the food

Manufacturing process

Name of producer and place of production

With the gpplication, an importer must attach labds (both foreign and Tha language
labels), result of analyss of the food (not over one year) by a government laboratory
or inditution specified by the FDA, and other requred materids dependent on the
types of food. For imported food products, the results of food andyss from the
government or accredited laboratory in the manufacturer’s country are acceptable. A
food sampleisrequired for FDA'’ s inspection.

Documents showing the formulas and manufacturing processes from  the
manufacturer or exporter are required for certain types of food, eg. infant food, baby
food supplements, medica food, and food for specia purposes.

Clinicd data that show tha the product brings about desired results as indicated and
is safe for consumption is required in the case of medicind food, food for specid
purposes, and food for weight control. Such information must have dready been
published in ardiable professond journd.

A certificate from the exporter’s home country government authority may be needed
for food supplements in the form of mixture and novelty food in order to certify thet
such food is being sold as food in the manufacturer’ s country.

Once a product license is granted, it shal be valid ad infinitum, but can be revoked by
the Miniger of Hedth if found later that the details of food do not conform to the
details in the approved food recipe or is adulterated or unsafe for consumption.

A trandated copy of the product regidration application form, trandated from Tha is
provided in Appendix C. Note that the application form must be submitted in Thai.

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The gandard fee for a product license is THB 5,000 (gpproximately USD 125), in
addition to another fee for officia |aboratory testing.

A food product, either manufactured or imported, if categorized as specifically-
controlled food, must be registered. Anayticd results for the product as wdl as
details on manufacturing processes and its ingredients must be submitted adong with
an goplication for regidration.

The detals of applying for food product regidration are provided in Appendixes of
the report, including a flow chat of product regisration and product labding
procedures (Appendix E), the application form of product registration (Appendix F),
and documents required in applying product registration (Appendix G).

(E) Control of food labeling

Imported food products, which ae categorized as specifically-controlled food,
standardized food, and food required to bear labels, are required to bear standard
labels. More details on the standard labd requirements are provided in Section 2. In
addition, this report provides a flow chart of product registration and product labeling
procedures (Appendix E), the gpplication form for product labeing (Appendix H),
and the documents required in gpplying for a product label (Appendix 1).

(F) Contral of nutrition labding

Nutrition labeling is dso required for some specific products. More detals on the
gandard label requirements are discussed in Section 2.

(G) Therequirement of Good Manufacturing Practice

On July 24, 2003, the Ministerial Notification No. 193, B.E. 2543 (2000), Titled
"Method of Food Manufacturing and Equipment for Manufacturing Food and Food
Storage’, will be applied to dl domestic manufacturers and foreign suppliers of 54
types of products.

The covered products under this regulation are listed as follows:.

Domegtic manufacturers of these products are obligated to comply with the method of
food manufecturing, tools and equipment for manufacturing food, and food storage
according to the Good Practice in Food Manufacturing governing general sanitation.
Meanwhile, any importer of the covered products must present an equivaent
cetificate of GMP for certain factories or plants, which manufacture those products
in line with the That GMP Law. The GMPs accepted can be any of the fallowings a)
GMP by Thai Law; b) GMP by Codex; ¢) HACCP; d) 1SO 9000; and €) other practice
equivaent to (a)-(d).

For U.S. food products, Tha FDA officias agree that U.S. practices (it is understood
that al U.S. food manufacturers are aready subject to 21CFR part 110) are normally

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superior to the GMP under the present Tha GMP Law. Accordingly, any smple
statement/certificate (including HACCP certificate) that is endorsed by USG agencies
will be acceptable. The statement may contain sayings like "the food product(s) are
manufactured by U.S. processing plant(s) which is(are) subject to 21CFR part 110".

1.3.2 Post-marketing Control
(A) Monitoring compliance with the regulations

Monitoring processes primaily meke sure that food didributed to consumers is
wholesome and complies with the nationd food dandards.  Ingpection of food
factories and premises throughout the country are regularly conducted together with
sampling of food products for laboratory tests. In the case of violations or seizures,
product recal and prosecution will be executed. Ingpection, monitoring and lega
actions are the responghility of the Ingpection Divison of Tha FDA. Technicd
advice on deveopment of food production, delivery, handling and storage may be
given during the monitoring processes.

(B) Food surveillance

The am of the program is to assure the safety and qudity of food didributed in the
market throughout the country. Food survelllance is conducted by severa minigterid
organizations, eg. Ministry of Agriculture and Co-operatives, Ministry of Science,
Technology and Environment, Minidry of Industry, Office of the Prime Miniger, and
the Bangkok Metropolitan Adminigration. The FDA plays a mgor role.  FDA
ingoectors will take samples of food in markets from time to time and whenever
problems ae identified. The samples will be deivered to the Food Andyss
Divison, Depatment of Medicd Science, for further andyss of toxins pedicide
resdues, heavy metds nutritiond vaues and standard conformity. Warning and
legal actions such as seizure, product recall, etc. will be taken depending on the
degree of violation.

1.3.3 Control of Food Advertising
Any form of food advertissment through any public media is subject to gpprova from the FDA.
Advertisng fase or deceptive qudity or benefit is prohibited. The Advertissment Control and

Public Relations Division is responsble for gpprovd of the statements and visud performances
to be used in food advertisng.

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SECTION 2: LABELING REQUIREMENTS
2.1 Standard Labeling

For imported food products or domestic food products which are categorized as specifically-
controlled food, standardized food, and food required to bear labels, are required to bear
gandard labels. A Tha labd must be applied where needed prior to entry. Failure to apply the
labe before entry will likdy result in a pendty charge by the Customs Department and product
seizure by the FDA. As products imported for sde may not enter into Thaland with standard
U.S. labes only, dick-on labes, meeting locad requirements, must be affixed. Note that the
approved label, corresponding to its food package size, must be gpplied to every single item of
food. There is no exemption for any industrid container for digtribution purpose that a Tha
labd shdl be gpplied only on the main outer package.

Based on the Ministerial Notification No. 194 B.E. 2543 (2000), the details in standard labeling
requirement are different between food products directly sold to consumers and these food
products sold to food manufacturers as production ingredients.

2.1.1 Labeling of Food Products Directly Sold to Consumers

Labes for food products directly sold to consumers shal be presented in Thai with or without a
foreign language and shal have the following details, except for those dlowed to be omitted by
the FDA:

1. Name of food.
2. Food serial number.
3. Name and address of manufacturer or repacker, as the case may be, together with the country where the
product is manufactured.
4. Net content of food in metric system.
4.1 Powdered, dry or solid food products shall display net weight.
4.2 Liquid food products shall display net volume.
4.3 Semi-solid or semi-liquid food products can display either net weight or net volume.
4.4 Other food products shall display net weight.
45 Food products in sealed containers shall display net content as well asdrained weight except food
ingredients cannot be separated from the liquid part.
5. Essential ingredients listed as percentage of the total, starting with the major ingredient For concentrated
products or those needing to be diluted or dissolved before consumption, the proportion of the products
when diluted or dissolved must be displayed.
6. Thewords“Preservatives used”, if any.
7. Thewords"Natural food color added" or "Chemical food color added" shall appear if used.
8. Thewords“Natural flavor added”, “Artificial flavor added”, etc. shall be presented, if used.
9. Thewords"Artificial sweetener added" if used.
10. Thewords "Natural scent enhanced” or "Artificial scent enhanced" if any.
11. Date, month and year of manufacture; month and year of manufacture; date, month and year of expiry;
or date, month and year within which food remains in good quality or conforms to the standard.
Accompanied by the word “Manufactured”, “Expire” or “Use Before”, as the case may be, note that:
(8 The date, month and year of manufacture; the date, month and year of expiry; or the date, month
and year within which food remains in good quality or conforms to the standard is used to described
food which can be stored for not more than 90 days.
(b) The month and year of manufacture; the date, month and year of expiry; or the date, month and
year within which food remains in good quality or conforms to the standards is used to described food
which can be stored for more than 90 days.

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(c) The date, month and year of expiry is used to describe certain food products specified by the FDA
e.g. modified milk for infants, infant food, supplementary food for infants and children, etc.

The food manufacturer or importer may request the FDA to display the date, month and year of expiry
for other types of food not stipulated. The information on item (a) and (b) mentioned above shall be
presented in the “Principal Display Panel” whereas the information concerning item (c) can be
displayed either in the “Principal Display Panel” or on the top or the bottom part of the container. If
displayed at the bottom part of the food container, there shall be a statement indicating where to check
for the manufactured date, expiry date or the date within which the food still remains in good quality or
conformsto the standard.

12. Storageinstructions, if any.

13. Preparationinstructions, if any.

14. Specific texts to be displayed clearly are usually for food products that need precautions before use.

For example, “Not Used As Infant Food” and “Not to Replace Infant Milk” shall be presented.

15. Instructions on use and other useful information for products for use by a specific group of consumers

e.g. atable showing baby-feeding schedule.

16. Labels with statements, pictures, photographs, signs, trademarks, etc. shall not give misleading or

exaggerating implications about the products.

17. The label shall not contain pictures, photographs, signs, trademarks, and etc., which either explicitly or

implicitly advertise other products.

2.1.2 Labeling of Food Products sold to Food Manufacturers as Production
Ingredients

A Tha labd is required except for imported products where the English labd is alowed. The
labd mugt a least contain the following:

Name and type of food

Food serial number

Net content of food in metric system
Name and country of the manufacturer

Ea A o

In this case, dthough a labe containing Tha language is not required for imported products, the
products must have the FDA'’s product registration number or labe gpprova number.

2.2 Nutrition Labeling

The regulations on nutrition labeling are based on the Ministerial Notification No. 182 of B.E.
2541 (1998) and No. 219 of B.E. 2544 (2001). Nutritiond labeling is mandetory for the
following types of food.

Food making a specific nutritiona daim;
Food which makes use of nutritiond vauesin sde promation;
Food which specificdly targets a group of consumers eg. students, executives, ederly

people, etc;
Other foods which may be specified by the FDA.

Exemptions from these nutrition-labeling regulations (as defined in Minigerid Notification No.
182) are infant food, supplementary food for infants and children and other types of food for
which labdling requirements have been otherwise regulated; food not directly sold to consumers;
and food packed in smdl containers which aims to be repacked and sold in alarger container.
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Nutrition labeing must be presented in Thai with or without a foreign language. The sandard
U.S. nutrition fact pand is not acceptable as Tha Recommended Daily Intakes may not be
identical to the U.S. Recommended Dally Intakes. In addition, differences may exist in serving
Sze and reference amount.

Depending upon the labeling space, different formats are gpplicable, on ether a vertica or
horizontal bass. An example of standard comprehensive nutrition facts is provided. The format
issmilar to the U.S. nutrition fact pand but not identical:

Calories (kcal) per gram: Fat = 9; Protein = 4; Carbohydrate = 4

Detals on serving sze and servings per container may be omitted where the reference on serving
Sze cannot be determined due to the nature of that food. Hence, instead of the Statement
“Amount per serving”, the statement “Amount per 100 g’or “Amount per 100 ml” shdl be used
as appropriate.

2.3 GMO Labeling

The Tha Government has banned the commercid planting of transgenic seed but does dlow
imports of transgenic soybeans and corn for a wide-range of domestic use, in both the feed
milling and food processing industries.

On May 11, 2003, the Minisry of Public Hedth' labeling law for food containing Geneticaly
Modified Organisms (GMO) materids/products, which was issued in April 2002, was
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implemented. The regulaions, claming to protect consumers, were apparently based on the
Japanese mode dlowing for a 5 percent tolerance. In addition, the regulations appeared to hurt
U.S. interests, as corn, corn products, soybeans, and soy products have been targeted.

Under the regulaions for processed products containing more than one ingredient, labeing will
only be required for the top three ingredients by weight, if each ingredient congtitutes 5 percent
or more of the find product and 5 percent or more of tha ingredient is derived from GMO
ingredients.

Due to a lack of laboratory facilities, the Ministry of Public Hedth implements the regulaion
enforcement on a post-marketing bass. This means that product labeing by the
producer/importer will be voluntary on their own judgment. However, the products may be
confiscated and the producer/importer will be subject to the pendties gpplicable if the
government ingpector proves that the products are supposed to be GMO labeled. More details
about GMO labdling procedures are provided in the Manud for Labeling Procedures for GMO
Products according to the Ministerial Notification No. 251, B.E. 2545 (2002) (Thai language).

2.4 Thai Recommended Daily Intakes (Thai RDIs)

The Tha Recommended Daily Intakes (Thai RDIs) for people of sx years of age and older were
edablished to be gquiddines for nutrition labeing. Developed with reference to the Tha
Recommended Dally Dietary Allowances (Tha RDA), the U.S. RDA and Codex’s Nutrient
Reference Vaues, details on the Thai RDIs are provided below.

Note that the totd daly cdories needed for an individua may be ether higher or lower than
2,000 ked, depending on severd factorsinvolved i.e. age, sex, and physica activity levd.
2.5 CLAIMS

2.5.1 Nutritional Claim

A nutritond clam means any presentation which gates, suggests or implies that a food has
paticular nutritiond properties including but not limited to the energy vaue and the content of
protein, faa and carbohydrates, as wel as the content of vitamins and minerds.  Nutritiond
clams condtitute nutrient content clam, comparative dlaim and nutrient function clam.

As the Tha FDA generdly uses Codex and U.S. FDA dandards as guidelines, the descriptors
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used in nutrient content cdam (eg. low in cholesterol) and comparative dams (eg. “less’,
“reduced’) generdly have very smilar definitions to those of U.S. Food Labding. However,
there may be some differences in the use of certain terms such as “good source of”, “rich in”, etc.
Note that differences may exig in sarving sze, reference amount and loca recommended daily
intakes. Further details can be obtained from the Food Control Divison, FDA.

(A) Nutrient content claims ae a nutrition clam that described the level of nutrient
contained in a food. Examples are “source of cdcium”, “high in fiber and low in fa”,
eic. A food that is by its nature low in or free of the nutrient that is the subject of the
cam shdl not include the term “low” or “freg’ in the name of the food. Ingead, a
dam gdatement may be made in a generd form that refers of dl foods of that type
eg. vegetable oil, a cholesterol-free food. However, foods that have been specidly
processed, dtered, formulated or reformulated so as to lower the amount of nutrient
in thefood or remove the nutrient from the food may bear such aclaim.

(B) Comparative claims are clams that compare the nutrient levels and/or energy vaue
of two or more foods. Examples are “less than”, “fewer”, “more than”, “reduced”,
“litelight”, etc. Comparative clams can be made if the foods being compared or
“reference foods’ are different versons of the same food or smilar foods that are
representative of the same type avalable in the market. The identity of the reference
food shdl be given and a statement of the amount difference in the nutrient content or
energy vaue shdl be expressed as a percentage or fraction, higher or lower than that
of the food being compared. Also, the nutrient content per serving shal be provided.
Full details of the comparison are needed.

Comparétive clams are not alowed in the case where reference foods aready contain
“low” or “very low” levd of nutrient content or energy vaue according to the
established conditions of such terms.

(C) Nutrient function claims are clams rdaing to the function of a nutrient to the body.
Examples are “Cdcium ads in the development of strong bones and teeth” and “lron
is a factor in red blood cdl formation”. Nutrient function clams are permitted
provided the following conditions are met. Nonethdess, a clam datement is subject
to the gpprova from FDA.

C.1 Only those essentid nutrients listed in the Thai RDIs shdl be the subject
of anutrient function dam.

C.2 The food for which the dam is made shdl be a sgnificant source of the
nutrient in the diet.

C.3 The dam must be made with reference to the nutrient not particularly to
the food product.

C.4  Thedam must be based on rdiable scientific evidence.

C.5 The dam mug not imply or include any Statement to the effect tha the
nutrient would afford a cure or trestment for or protection from disease.
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2.5.2 Health Claim

A hedth dam means any presentation which dates, suggests or implies that a food or nutrient in
the food has anything to do with disease or hedth condition. As many factors i.e. X, age,
heredity, etc can be causes of disease for an individud, no hedth clam is therefore dlowed on
food products.

SECTION 3: PACKAGING AND CONTAINER REQUIREMENTS

The Tha FDA reguires that dl packaging and contaners of food must comply with the
Ministerial Notification No. 92, B.E. 2528 (1985) and No. 111, B.E. 2531 (1988). The
guiddines on packaging and containers are as follows:

(A) A container mudt:
1. Beclean
2. Not emit other substances to contaminate food in volume likdly to be harmful to heath
3. Free of germ contaimation
4. Emit no color to contaminate food

(B) Containers which are ceramic vessals or enameled metd vessels mugt have to conform to
not only the qudity and standards in (A) but dso the qudity or standard with respect to
lead and cadmium as follows The fused-out volume of detectable when anayzed
according to the method described in the Association of Officid Andyticd Chemids
(AOAC) Journd of the United States of America, 13" Edition, articles 25.031 to 25.034,
or according to the method prescribed in the AOAC Journa of the United States of
America of 1983, Volume 66, Part 3, Page 610 to 619 in the case of cooking utensls,
shal not exceed the limit described in the Schedue 2 to the notifications.

(C) Containers which are made of plastic must conform to not only the qudity or standard in
(2) but dso the quality or sandard in Schedule 1 to the notifications.

(D) Pladtics in the form of sheets or bags which are used as food containers must not be made
from used plastic and must not be added with any color, except: @) in the case of laminate
plagtic, only the layer not coming into direct contact with the food; and b) in the case of
plastic which are used for packing shelled fruits.

(E) Plagtic containers of milk, milk products, and other products smilar to milk products
(such as soybean milk and coconut milk) must be made from Polyethylene,
Polypropyene, Polystyrene, or Polycarbonate.

(F) Use of a container which has previoudy been used to pack or wrap a fertilizer, poisonous
substance, or substance likely to be harmful to hedth as afood container is prohibited.

(G) Use of a container which is made for packing other thing, which are not food or which
bear a desgn or any daement that may cause a misconception with respect to the
material parts of the food contained therein as afood container is prohibited.

SECTION 4: FOOD ADDITIVE REGULATIONS

Food additives mean the substances which normaly are not used as food or essertid ingredients
of food, whether or not such substances have food vaue, but which are added for the benefits of
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production technology, packing, storage or transport beneficid to the quality or standards or the
nature of food. They aso include the substances mixed with food for the purposes stated earlier.

Food additives are specified as specifically-controlled food of which the quality or standards are
defined. Use of food additives mugt follow the set objectives for specified kinds of food and

maximum permissible quantity, grouped by usage under the following sections.

Section 3: Antioxidants and Antioxidant Synergists

Section 4: Sdts

Section 5: Emulgfiers, Sabilizers and Thickeners

Use of food additives for purposes other than stated must be petitioned for the FDA'’s approva.

SECTION 5: PESTICIDE AND OTHER CONTAMINANTS

Food containing pesticide resdues and contaminants are categorized as standardized food, which
the Minigry of Public Hedth regulates. In addition, two agencies of the Ministry of Agriculture
& Cooperatives — Depatment of Agriculture (DOA) and the Nationa Bureau of Agricultura
Commodity & Food Standards (NBACFS) — ae responsble for establishing the Maximum
Resdue Limit (MRL). DOA is responsible for conducting research and analysis and NBACFS is
responsible for monitoring and conducting internationa negotiations.

5.1 Food Containing Pesticide Residues

The tolerance levels of resdues dlowed in foodsuffs are defined as Extraneous Resdue Limit
(ERL) and Maximum Reddue Limit (MRL). Dealed information on pedticide resdues is
avalable in the Minigteria Notification No. 163 of B.E. 2538 (1995). Codex has been used as a
guiddine and its pedticide levels are generdly accepteble The Tha government is reviewing a
new directive on MRL, which is scheduled to bein place by the end of 2004.

5.2 Food Containing Contaminants

According to Ministerial Notification No. 98 of B.E. 2529 (1986), food shdl not contain
contaminants with more than the following specifications.
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1. Mdds
Tin: 250 mg/kg
Zirc: 100 mg/kg
Copper: 20 mg/kg
Lead: 1 mg/kg with the exception for foods that contain high
amount of natural lead. Such foods shall seek the
gpprova from FDA
Arsenic: 2 mg/kg
Mercury: 0.5 mg/kg for seafood and not more than 0.02 mg/kg for
other foods
2. Aflaoxin: 20 meg/kg

3. Other contaminants shal be subject to FDA approva.

Note that the above regulaions are not be applicable to specifically-controlled food or other
standardized food declared by the Minigry of Public Hedth and for which the quantity of
contaminants may be pecified otherwise by the Ministry.

SECTION 6: OTHER REGULATIONS AND REQUIREMENTS

6.1 Laboratory Testing

Soecifically-controlled food and standardized food ae food products subject to officid
laboratory testing. This is to ensure that the products meet standard requirements, tha the
products are free from dl microbia organisms and toxic chemica substances that are not safe for
consumption, and that the products are of good nutritiond quaity. The fees for laboratory
tesing vary, up to a maximum of USD 750, depending on the level of complexity involved in the
process of anayzing the products.

6.2 Shelf Longevity and Packaging

Shdf longevity and packaging are critica issues. The long shipping time and the likdlihood thet
products are to be passed through multiple marketing channels before reaching the hands of
consumers should be considered. In terms of logigtics, U.S. exporters should note that few cold
dorage facilities and delivery trucks are avalable. As far as the hot and humid dimate in
Thailand is concerned, moisture resstant outer and inner packaging will be needed to preserve
product quality.

6.3 Product Samples and Mail Order Shipments

A limited amount of processed or packaged food samples for product regigration and
condderation for purchase can be brought in without an import license from the FDA. However,
samples of raw, fresh or frozen foodstiuffs e.g. mest, vegetables and fruits may be subject to other
regulations edablished by the concerned authorities. In certain cases, a hedth certificate or
phytosanitary certificate will be required. Mail order shipment of products for sde are aso
subject to the same rules and regulations imposed by the FDA and other relevant authorities as
those of regular imports. For more information, see details in the following sections.
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6.4 Certification and Documentation Requirement

After March 9, 2004, the Food & Drug Adminigtration requires that importers of hazard-risk
food products must present in each product shipment a cetification of the product
wholesomeness that meets the FDA dandards.  This is to ensure product safety for human
consumption.  The certification must be endorsed by the appropriate government agency or an
indtitute accredited by the government of the exporting country. Although the FDA is the
process of determining the types of hazard-risk products and the requirement standard, it is likely
that the following 27 categories will be included: modified milk for infants/children, food for
infants/children, supplementary food for infants/children, drinks in seded contaners, milk
powder, flavored milk, cultured milk, ice cream, milk products, food for weight control, food
color/food enhancersfood additives, cheese, minera drinks, honey, sauce and products
containing sauce, chocolate, supplementary food, chilled/frozen fruits and vegetables, frozen
seafood, spice, peanut and its products, soybean and its products, corn and its products, meat
products, roya jely and its products, seaweed (chlordla and spirulind and its products, and
dried fruits and vegetables.

6.5 Import Control Under theTariff Rate Quota (TRQ)

Thailand is permitted to establish TRQs for 23 agricultural products under the WTO Agreement
on Agriculture. The products under the TRQs system are divided into two groups. The first
group comprises a number of traditiond export commodities (eg. rice, coconuts), where
comparative advantage could preclude the need for import protections. A second group conssts
of commodities, which can be produced domegticdly but importation is necessary to meet the
high demand of the processng industry (eg. oilseed, corn). In adminigtering the TRQs for the
later group, the RTG will issue higher-than-commitment in-quota amounts and/or lower-than
commitment in-quota duties, when domestic production is not sufficient to cover the demand,
especidly for export-oriented indudtries.  In years of sufficient domestic supply or surpluses, the
RTG will limit in-quota imports, both in-quota amount and in-quota duties, only to the leve
which is obligated in the WTO agreement. More detals on the tariff-rate quotas and the out-
quota tariff rates are provided in FAS/Bangkok's Trade Policy Monitoring Annua Report 2003
(TH3049).

The Depatment of Foreign Trade, Ministry of Commerce is monitoring the imports of these
products and requires that any importer must gpply for an import permit.  An amount of dlocated
import quota is normaly determined by the purchase of domedtic supplies. This domestic
absorption requirement is apparently against the WTO agreement.

6.6 Specific Import Control on Unprocessed Meat and Meat Carcasses

The Depatment of Livestock Development (DLD), Ministry of Agriculture and Cooperdtives
directly monitors the importation of meet. An import permit from DLD is required for these
products, frozen or chilled. Prior to importation, an gpplication for a permit should be completed
and submitted to the Anima Quarantine Station a the port (sea or ar) of entry where the
products will be shipped, whether by ar or by sea. Also, a hedth cetificate is needed. Upon
entry, the Animad Quarantine Station must ingpect the products prior to release by the Tha
Customs. Generdly, a U.S. hedth certificate is acceptable.  However, the DLD may re-ingpect
imported meat and live on arandom basis as they enter Thailand.

The DLD is dso collecting import permit fees on uncooked red mest, poultry, and meat offd
mainly to protect domestic producers. Fees on red mesat (beef, buffalo mesat, goat mest, lamb, and
pork) are 5 baht/kg, followed by 10 baht/kg for poultry meat and 5 baht/kg (US$ 114/ton) for
offd.

The DLD dso requires that: 1) importers must have a DLD-approved cold storage facility, of
which the qudity is subject to determined standards, and 2) dl imported meat and meat by-
products coming into Thaland must be deivered from DLD-gpproved daughterhouses, which
may aso be subject to annua ingpection by DLD veterinarians. The focus of the meat plant
ingpections would be the disease control and surveillance system, epidemic datus, ante-mortem
transportation, daughtering process and meat ingpection, post-mortem transportation to export
port, and laboratory tests.

Shortly after the regulation’s announcement, the DLD provided a grace period of one year for dl
meet imports during 2001, as they needed to work out the detals and specific requirements of
this plant ingpection program. FAS/Bangkok approached high-ranking DLD officids about the
regulation and they finaly agreed to waive the regulation for another year in 2002. In the case of
U.S. meat and offa, the DLD also agreed to accept U.S. meat plants lised on the Meat and
Poultry Inspection Directory issued by the Food Safety Inspection Service (FSIS) as plants
eigible for exporting meat and offd into Thailand for the past few years as an interim measure.

However, the Tha Department of Livestock Development (DLD) recently decided not to extend
the two-year waver of this regulation to require the ingpection of meat processng facilities in
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supplier countries. Enforcement of this regulation was scheduled to begin January 1, 2003.
6.7 Specific Import Control of Seafood

Imports of seafood, frozen or chilled, are under the supervison of Tha FDA. Badcdly, an
import permit (normaly granted shipment by shipment) is needed, together with a permit for
distribution.

6.8 Specific Import Control on Fruits and Vegetables

The Depatment of Agriculture, Minisiry of Agriculture and Cooperatives, indead of the Tha
FDA, monitors importation of fruits and vegetables. An import permit from DOA is required.
Upon the products arivd, the imported fruits or vegetables must be accompanied by a
phytosanitary certificate issued by the appropriate Authority in the country of origin.  According
to the Plant Quarantine Act of B.E. 2507 (1964) and revised in B.E. 2542 (1999), plants and
plant products have been classfied as prohibited, restricted and unrestricted. Plants which are
prohibited shal be imported only for research purposes and subject to the approvad from the
Department of Agriculture.

SECTION 7: OTHER SPECIFIC STANDARDS

Each food product lised in the food category table in Section | has its specific product
dandardsrequirements.  The FDA is the regulating authority. Specid labeling regulations on
some products are provided below. Detalled information on particular products can be obtained
from the Food Control Divison, FDA.

7.1 Quality Labeling

In generd, wordings or datements which imply or mark product qudity such as “premium
grade’ or “grade A” are considered mideading by the FDA, thus are prohibited.

7.2 Alcoholic Beverages

Labding requirements for acoholic beverages are dipulated in Ministerial Notification No. 275
of B.E. 2540 (1997).

7.3 Coffee Drink

Labding requirements for dcoholic beverages are dipulated in Ministerial Notification No. 276
of B.E. 2540 (1997).

7.4 Tea Drink

Labding requirements for acoholic beverages are stipulated in Ministerial Notification No. 277
of B.E. 2540 (1997).
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SECTION 8: PATENT, COPYRIGHT AND TRADEMARK LAWS

Protecting indudrid rights is bagcdly the respongbility of each company. A foreign patent
which has not been granted a separate patent in Thailand receives no protection under the Patent
Act. However, foreign patent holders in foreign countries may enter into business transactions
with paties in Thaland and seek equivdent protection through contractud obligations in the
form of licensng agreement. Since foreign patents receive no protection under the Thaland's
Patent Act, no civil or crimina action can be taken againg a third party who produces or sdls a
patented product in Thaland without paying fees to the holder of the foreign patent or who
applies in Thailland for a patent dready patented in other countries. Nevertheless, legal solutions
to such conflicts may be available under separate legidation.

An gpplication for a patent shal be filed with the Depatment of Intdlectud Property. An
gpplicant domiciled abroad must be represented by one of the patent agents registered with the
Department of Intellectud Property.

Internationa  copyrights are well defined in the Copyright Act of B.E. 2537 (1994). A
copyrighted work of a creator and rights of a performer whose country is a party to the Treaty for
the Protection of Copyrights or the Treaty for the Performer’s Rights to which Thaland is a
paty, or a copyrighted work of an international organization of which Thaland is a member
shdll be protected by the Act.

The Trademark Act of B.E. 2534 (1991), as amended by the Trademark Act (No 2) B.E.
2543 (2000), governs regidration and provides protection for trademarks. Included in the Act is
a prohibition on importing objects bearing maks which ae smilar to or counterfeit of
trademarks registered with the Trademark Office.

Wdl-known marks are aufficiently protected in Thaland by two methods. The firsd one is
preventative in nature as it is embodied in the regidration process. The trademark registrar will
refuse to regiger any mak which is identicd or amilar to the wel-known mark, mideading or
confusing the public as to the proprietor or origin of the goods. The second one is correction in
nature. In the case that the mark has dready been registered, any interested party or the registrar
may file a petition to the Trademark Board to order the revocation of such mark if it can be
proved that the mark is not registrable under the Trademark Act.

Nonetheless, it is bascaly the responghility of each proprietor to have a separate trademark
regigration in Thaland. A trademark applicant must be completed by the proprietor or his
gopointed attorney/agent, in Tha, and filed with the Depatment of Intelectud Property on
officia forms. The proprietor or his atorney or agent must have a place of busness or address
in Thailand whichthe Department can contact.

SECTION 9: IMPORT PROCEDURES
Imported goods may not legdly enter into Thaland until the shipment has arived a specified
port of entry and delivery of the merchandise has been authorized by the Tha Customs

Department. This is normdly accomplished by filing the appropriate documents, ether by the
importer or by its agent.
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The Customs Department does not notify the importer of the arrival of a shipment. Notification
is usudly made by the carier of the goods. The importer should make their own arrangements
to be sure that they or their agent will be informed of the arrivd of shipment immediaidy so that
the entry can be filed and ddlays in obtaining the goods are avoided.

9.1 Custom Duties

Imports ariving by ar, sea or land have a clearance process which is smilar to that carried out
in most other countries. In order to clear goods arriving by sea, the importer has to go to the
Customs House and file an entry form, together with al relevant documents, such as the invoice,
packing list, a copy of bill of lading, and import declaration. Import documents, if trandated into
Thai, will help expedite customs clearance. In cases where imports are subject to business tax,
the importer is also required to have a business tax regigtration number.

After these documents have been processed, and the goods have arrived, the importer must pay
applicable tariff duties and business taxes. In cases where total duties have not been determined
or where urgent clearance is necessary, a deposit may be made. The documents must be taken to
the warehouse and presented to an inspector who will make a report on the entry form. If there is
adiscrepancy, the goods will be retained until additional duty or afineis paid.

The Port Authority will then cdculate landing and storage charges based upon the sze or gross
weight of the package. After paying these charges, the importer must submit receipts and the
rdleese order or ddivery order to obtan a warehouse receipt which will dlow the imported
goods to be clamed. With proper documents, the entire customs clearance normaly takes 23

days.

For disputed and/or regjected products, an appeal can be made with the Lega Affars Bureau,
Customs Department.

9.2 Customs Clearance of Prepacked Foodstuffs

Prepackaged foodstuff will need additional ingpection by reated authorities before proceeding to
regular cusoms formdities. In addition to the FDA, other concerned officers such as animd
quarantine officers, plant quarantine officers, and fisheries department officers, are Sationed a
the port of entry to determine whether certain imported foodstuffs meet the requirements set by
ther agencies  In such cases, cetan cetificaes i.e hedth certificate or phytosanitary
cetificate, may be required. More detaled information is contained in the relevant sections of
this report.

SECTION 10: CONCLUSIONS /RECOMMENDATIONS FOR U.S. EXPORTERS

Thaland's food laws encompass the control of domestic manufacturing, importation and
standard requirements. Badcdly, an import license, product registration, or standards labeling
(depending on the types of food) are required for importation of food products for sde. While it
is the responghbility of an importer to get an import license, product registration, and standards
labeling, it is essentid that U.S. exporters know what the local authority requires so that they can
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help expedite the processes by providing the required information and documentation.

Product regigration and labeling goprova can be done within a month if al necessary documents
and proper details are wel presented. For product regigration, the results of a food andyss
from a U.S. government cettified laboratory, if avalable, should be provided to avoid any delays
that would be caused by loca laboratory testing. Detalls on manufacturing processes are crucid
in obtaining a product license. For labding, note that the Tha authorities have adopted the
metric system in weight measures so, for compliance, imperia units should be converted.

Once labd approval is granted, exporters should have their loca agents prepare stick-on Tha
language labels and dispatch them so that they can be applied to products prior to entry. Note
that indugtrid food items imported by food service outlets or manufecturers themselves to be
used as ingredients or materiads for food processng are exempt from product registration and
labding regulations.

In shipping products, U.S. exporters should remember that Thalland is a tropica hot and humid
country where few cold storage facilities exis. Hence, proper precautions should be made with
regard to product packaging.

For customs clearance of processed food, there is no additionad documentation that exporters
should provide other than norma shipping documents. Note however, that raw, fresh, chilled or
frozen foodstuffs, eg. mesat, vegetables and fruits, are subject to other regulations. In such cases,
additional certification, i.e. phytosanitary certificate and hedth certificates issued by the revant
U.S. authorities, are required. Otherwise, the products will not be released from the Customs
House.

Another critical issue is trademark regidration. To obtain trademark protection, U.S. exporters
should have ther trademark registered in Thaland prior to export. As the locd regulatory
environment is complicated and an gpplicant is required to have an address in Thaland, we
recommend that exporters gppoint a loca consultant to proceed with the regidtration on their
behaf.

To get dated in a new market is chalenging, especidly for new exporters. Initid vidts to the
market for indudtry information and regulatory information in addition to persond interaction
with potentid busness patneddients ae highly recommended. Successful  trading
relaionships are best begun with firm persond rddionship. A vigt to the Agricultura Office of
the U.S. Embassy in Bangkok can be hepful to get started as we can provide many in-market
support services.
